Flameless Cartridges. —In some of 
the English collieries experiments have 
been made with “water cartridges,’ in 
which the gunpowder of the charge is 
completely surrounded by water.

Breton, who considers it to have been 
produced by the sinking of floating 
islands like those which now occur on 
ane lakes and rivers, and which are 
especially noticeable on the, Upper 
Nile.
